Zealand Peace Stamps 


In amplification of his reply to 
the recent Parliamentary question 


stamps to be issued after the end 
of the war against Japan, the 
Acting Postmaster-General (Mr. 
Jones) stated that the full series 
comprised 11 denominations rang- 
ing from 4d to Is. 

The %d denomination depicted 
a beautiful and peaceful New 
Zealand scene—Lake Matheson 
and the Southern Alps—and was 
a fitting introduction to a peace 
series of stamps. The highest de- 
nomination in the series, the 
stamp, incorporated in the de- 
sign the National Memorial Cam- 
panile, Wellington, a symbol of 
remembrance of the fallen in both 
wars; while the 9d denomination, 
depicting the Southern Alps and 
the Franz Josef Glacier as seen 
through the chapel window at 
Waiho Gorge, had been highly 
commended by those who had 
seen the proof as on outstanding 
example of the designing and en- 
graving arts and as an eminently 
representation of the 
spirit of thankfulness for the sav- 
ing of our ways of life. 


In the remaining denominations 
tributes were paid to our system 
of government (1d): to the people 
of Britain (1%); to the Royal 
Family (2d); to the Royal New 
Zealand Air Force (3d): to the 
Army in its various branches (4d) 
to the Navy and Mercantile Mar- 
ine (5d); to workers on the home 
front (6d); and to the service and 
devotion of youth in the nation’s 
cause (8d).

C25), and two Charity stamps, 
10L (RA56) and 50L (RA62). 


GREEK OCCUPATION — Ionian 


Islands—Upon the evacuation 
of the Islands by the Italians, 
the Posts were then taken over 
by the Greek authorities. Two 
Italian Postage values and the 
one Air Post stamp were over- 
printed in red and black with a 
crude “ELLAS—2-x-43”.

“It may interest you to know that including the first mail today 
we have received 4289 replies from Linn’s----- (name of the only 
other paper which carried their advertisement on the same subject) 
and naturally, * * * * the score stands at over 3900 replies in your 
favor against the balance from --------.” 

“Since the paper was obviously late in reaching the public, (no 
replies yet from west of the Rockies) we ought to hit the 5,000 mark 
easily and I have had to have the mimeographer run these editions 
so far.” “ 

Yes, we didn’t believe him and we wrote and told him so and 
he almost got mad at us for he declared the figures absolutely true.

doubled, not on a single stamp or 
on a single row of stamps, but on} 
every stamp in the full sheet of} 
fifty. A complete sheet and 2 part 
of another sheet were reported by 
Mr. Earl Roberts who was sta- 
tioned at Casper, Wyoming. Large 
blocks from these sheets were 
submitted for our examination. 

Most of the other stamps were 
reported in double print in some 
portion of the lithographing. The 
Greece with double flag pole is 
known in two positions in the 
sheets, this is also unlisted by Mr. 
Glass 

One of the interesting points in 
the article by Mr. Glass is the list 
of layouts or order in which the 
stamps were printed. 

We have always known that the 
Poland was printed in four sheets 
of fifty. We now learn that the 
Czechoslovakia and Norway 
stamp were printed together. This 
fact leads us to state that since 
the red name on the Norway stamp 
appeared double on the entire 
sheet, there is certair to be a 
sheet of Czechoslovakia on which 
the corresponding red color will 
appear double printed. 

Thus if the word CZECHOSLO- 
YAKIA was on the same plate 
with the word NORWAY, the 
CZECH sheet should have been 
double printed throughout as was 
the Norway sheet. 

In all the other known double 
printings, the doubles appeared 
more or less clear and distinct on 
one vertical row of stamps and 
again less clear and distinct on an 
adjoining vertical row. Thus if 
any sheet of the four on the plate 
shows a double printing which 
would have to run vertically 
through the sheet from top to bot- 
tom, then the corresponding sheet 
of another country in the position 
below or above the sheet once 
found, would also show a double 
printing in the ink of correspond- 
ing color to the other sheet. 

It can of course be, however, 
that this could not happen as for 
instance in the printing of the 
Belgian and the French stamps, 
the orange in the Belgian could be 
doubled and since there is no 
orange in the French stamp there 
would be no corresponding dou- 
ble. 

Mr. Glass also pairs up the 
sheets as being printed -together 
as: follows: Czech-Norway; Lux- 
embourg-Netherlands; Belgium- 
France; Greece-Yougoslavia; Al- 
bania~Austria. The first mention- 
ed being the top sheets, the other 
the bottom. 

Denmark and Korea were each 
printed from four plates of 50 
stamps to make the large plate of 
200 stamps and these have T 
marks at top only. 

In the Greece stamp there is a 
perfect double flag pole variety 
which we announced when found 
and a short time later announced 
another find in a different posi- 
tion. Mr. Glass fails to mention 
this which is one of the clearest 
of double prints. 

The first double flag pole in 
the Greece stamp was_ reported 
from California. This was in a full 
sheet showing the first and second 
vertical row from right side of 
sheet with double flag pole. The 
second row being the more dis- 
tinct, 

Immediately after this find was 
teported I searched my unused 
and used copies of this stamp and 
was fortunate enough to find a 
single copy with the T mark 
which bore the double flag pole, 
thus proving that there was also 
another sheet besides the first one 
reported as that sheet did not 
have the double under the T

set pressmen at the Cleveland 
Lithograph plant which we visit- 
ed in a search for information on 
these printings. Another theory 
which we place a great bit of faith 
in is the probability of the double 
impression being caused by air 
pockets under the paper which 
makes the paper touch the plate 
before the full impression is ap- 
plied, thus causing a faint kiss and 
when the pressure is applied and 
and air squeezed out the stronger 
print becomes the actual impres- 
sion. This latter theory is borne 
out best by the fact that in the 
double printings, there is one 
print that is more faint then the 
other. 

When these stamps were being 
issued Mr. Steve Rich was insist- 
ant that they were not lithogra- 
phic printings, he insisted that 
they were some form ‘of what is 
known as typography or surface 
printing. 


Lithographing is in a way sur- 
face printing, but not usually con- 
sidered as the standard form of 
typography or surface printing. 
Typographic printing is usually 
considered as printing from type 
or from cuts of any nature such 
as halftones, zinc etchings or elec- 
trotypes. 

Mr. Rich wrote a letter to Mr. 
Albert L. Schamp of the Ameri- 
can Bank Note Company and ask- 
ed Mr. Schomp some questions. 
We can imagine the smile on the 
feat of Mr. Schomp when he read 
the first question. In fact we im- 
agine he was a bit puzzled as just 
how to answer it. 

Mr. Rich asked, ‘On the current 
5c U. S. stamps, when the centers 
are spoken of as being ‘surface 
printed’, does this mean that they 
are typographed or letter-press 
printed?” 

That question must have stump- 
ed Mr. Schomp at least for a few 
moments, but he did answer it.

design. This process of printing 
several colors at one run is ac- 
complished by having the plates 
arranged in tandem, each plate 
receiving one color of ink from an 
ink roller, each plate transferring 
tts individual portion to the off- 
set blanket, the paper passing be- 
tween the pressure and offset rolls 
thereby transferring the impres- 
sion onto the paper, ALL COL- 
ORS AT ONE TIME.” 

Read those last four words. If 
this and the other things as men- 
tioned in the above paragraph are 
a fact, then the bank note com- 
pany do have a wonderful secret. 

We fear that Mr. Glass has the 
wrong understanding of the off- 
set presses for the standard press- 
es do not print in this method and 
it is highly improbable that they 
ever will. 

In the first place, the zine plates 
which bear the transfers of the 
design that is to be printed are 
treated wit ha preparation so that 
when the ink rollers run over the 
plates, the ink will adhere only 
to this treated portion. Thus if the 
presses worked as Mr. Glass ex- 
plains ,the first ink roller to pass 
over the zinc plate would cover 
the entire area that was to be 
printed and the next ink roller 
would simply have to stack more 
ink on top of the ink already on 
the zine plate so that against all 
four colors were there we would 
have a mess of ink of an unknown 
color, dependent on the four col- 
ors that had been applied. 

Also, on presses of this type, no 
single ink roller ever does suf- 
ficient inking, most presses carry 
three or four rollers all with the 
same ink so that as the rollers os- 
cillate while moving over’ the 
forms, the ink is thoroughly dis- 
| tributed. 

The method of printing 
follows: 

The offset press is built in units. 
One press will permit the printing 
of one color, add another unit and 
the paper can be fed into one 
press, will continue on through 
the other press and another and 
different color can be added to 
the printed sheet. If we take four 
offset presses, link them together 
as a unit of four presses, the pa- 
per can be fed through the four 
presses, either from a roll or from 
single sheets and will register 
perfectly on each press, one with 
the other, so that when the print- 
ed sheet comes out at the other 
end ,the four colors have been 
printed in their proper position on 
the paper, one color from each 
press. 

Mr. Glass ‘is farther confused 
about the register marks on the 
sheets. At the top of page 14 in 
the first paragraph, he states, 
“Two markings only are noted, 
purple, plus one of the colors used 








is as 





More weuld have only caused 
confusion for although the regis- 
ter on the colors is almost perfect, 
some slight variation might have 
occurred at times and would only 
have confused the printer in reg- 
istering the engraved printing. 
The register mark from a color 
could come from any of the col- 
ors on the plate, but were most 
likely from the color that was 
used on the first unit of the offset 
press. It is most probable that all 
the other color plates bore regis- 
ter marks and that as soon as the 
plates were put on the presses 
and registered perfectly, all marks 
except the single one, were erased 
from the plates. 

Printing from the offset press 
in colors from a multiple number 
of presses ganged up as one unit 
is the same method that is used 
on some newspaper presses where 
more than one color can be print- 





'

ed at one time. Add another unit 
to the press and another color can 
be printed from one passing of 
the paper through the press. 

The entire article by Mr. Glass 
is quite interesting, but has room 
for improvement due to the errors 
therein and there is ample room 
for a further listing of speck va- 
rieties. If some of these are listed 
why not all that can be found. 
Personally we never paid much 
attention to these varieties al- 
though much interest was mani- 
fested in them. The one best va- 
riety other than double prints 
that we have noted is the one we 
have called “The Tattered Flag.” 
This ‘s on a Luxembourg stamp 
and shows a very bad slipping of 
the zinc 
plate, which produces a variety 
that would stop the presses and 
eall for a retransfer as quickly as 
noticed. The copy illustrated is 
from a block of four, but one 
stamp showing the damage.

Crazy Cancellations 


The cancellation question is one 
that has caused about as much dis- 
agreement among collectors and 


cials as any other subject in the 
collectors field. 

What causes us to write this 
article is the receipt of a piece 
of cover from Mr. Wm. N. Griff- 
ing of LaMonte, Mo., who submits 
the piece of cover which bears a 
strip of four of the 5c conference 
stamp, a strip of three Iwo Jima 
and a single each of the one cent 
and three cent Roosevelt with a 
single of the 3c telegraph stamp. 
Each stamp is canceled with a 
small circle about one half inch 
in diamater, the thickness of the 
circle being about one mm. 

On none of the stamps is the 
circle complete, but shows break 
from uneven impression. The can- 
cels are all in a red color. 

Mr. Griffing praises this as a 
neat job of canceling. Well, so 
long as Mr. Griffing likes this kind 
of cancel we are glad that he is 
being pleased and we know of

stamps. 

None of this kind of cancel for 
us. We do not like an overinked

’ As yet, I don’t know what the 
route number of this route will 
be, nor do I know if it will be a 
domestic (CAM) or foreign (FA- 
M) route. As soon as I find out, 
it will appear in this column. This 
route will be flown by Colonial 
Airlines, who now fly the New 
York-Montreal route. 

According to the American Air- 
mail Society policy, Elmira, N. Y. 
on AM-7 will not be recognized 
as a first flight since Elmira, has 
had service over this route (the 
first flight taking place on Oct- 
ober 1, 1934,) which was discon- 
tinued prior to the passing of the 
Civil Aeronautics Act of 1938. 
Coming may also not be eligible 
for recognition under the new 
“bracketed-city” policy, but this 
will be decided at a future meeting 
of the committee. 

There are possibilities that Ro- 
chester on AM-34 and Ottawa on 
FAM-1 will take place within the 
next four to six weeks. The other 
flights probably will not occur 
until the early part of next year. 

+ * * * 


After a months lapse, I am re- 
suming my write-ups of recent 
first flights, with the article of 
the extension of AM-55 from Pit- 
tsburgh, Penna., to New York 
City on July 2nd. To mark this 
inaugural service into New York 
City, PCA Airlines sponsored an 
unofficial first flight cachet which 
was applied to covers not only at 
Pittsburgh and New York, but 
also at all stops on AM-32 and 
AM-55 and all stops west of Pitts- 
burgh on AM-14. However, covers 
from any points other than Pitts- 
burgh and New York City are 
merely souvenirs and have no 
philatelic value. 

This cachet was applied in blue 
ink and showed a map of the PCA 
system, with the new route mark- 
ed in a heavier line and a star 
indicating New York. The words 
“FIRST FLIGHT * INAUGURAL 
PCA SERVICE * NEW YORK * 
JULY 2, 1945” also appeared in 
the design. 

Covers are postmarked at the 
New York City GPO at 3-AM: 
New York AMF 6-AM; Pittsburgh 
GPO 8:30-AM; or Pittsburgh AMF

New York GPO sent out 
1459 covers, New York AMF 601 
covers, Pittsburgh GPO 618 cov- 
ers, and Pittsburgh AMF only 181 
covers. 

Capt. W. Riley and E. J. Coe 
flew the first westbound flight, 
while Capt. Norman McNeil and 
G. Verdplanck flew the first 
Pittsburgh-New York plane. 


First Day Sale Of 
Navy Stamp Will Be At 
Annapolis, Maryland 


Postmaster General Robert E. 
Hannegan announced on Septem- 
ber 12, that, at the request of Sec- 
retary of the Navy, James For- 
restal, the first-day sale of ‘the 
postage stamp commemorating the 
achievements of the United States 
Navy in World War II, will take 
place at Annapolis, Maryland on- 
ly, on October 27, 1945, the day 
it is first issued. 

In a letter received by Postmas- 
ter General Hannegan from the 
Secretary of the Navy, the latter 
points out that Annapolis, Mary- 
land State and the Naval Acad- 
emy officials have requested that 
the Navy postage stamp be issued 
at Annapolis, Maryland, on Navy 
Day. 

“Since Annapolis is the home of 
the Naval Academy,” the Secre- 
tary writes, “I would like to see 
the first issue of the Navy stamp 
made on Navy Day, October 27, 
1945, at Annapolis, Maryland. 

Collectors wanting first day cov- 
ers may send not more than ten 
envelopes, addressed and ready to 
}mail with remittance in coin or 
Money Order or Postal Note to 
the postmaster at Annapolis.
